In presenting llic prospective benotits 
»f the reciprocal trade agreement be- 
tween the I'nitetl States and Canada, 
nays th» New York World, it is neces- 
sary to consider that under the present 
tariff law many of the duties have been 
wholly prohibitive. The present 
amount of importation or the prevent 
income to the I'nited States through the 
medium of the custom-house is, except 
in a few instances, no index to the future 
trade in any particular article or com- 
modity. 

The restrictions of the past removed, 
cenain articles, today only nominally 
upon the list of imports from the United 
States into Canada and from Canada 
into the I'nited States must in the im- 
mediate future become important ar- 
ticles of trade in one direction 
or the other and in some instances in 
| both directions. 

The following arc among the import- 
ant changes in the present trade con- 
ditions between the United States and 
Canada which the agreement rati tied by 
the bill passed Saturday will put into 
effect at once: 

What will reci- 
procity accomplish'- 

Kirst— Admit to the United States 
free of duty articles to the value of $.19.- 
M 1.560 upon which under the Payne- 
AMrich tariff law there is now a duty. 
In return Canada, by asimilar remission 
of her duties, will admit free products 
of the United States to the value of

when. rye. oats, barley, buckwheat, 
dried peas and beans and corn, upon 
which the United States at present im- 
poses a varying schedule of duties rang- 
ing from 10 cents per bushel for rye to 
40 cents per bushel for dried beans, all 
this benefit to the consumer being ac- 
complished at a revenue cost to the 
Uuited States of less than fcSOO.OOO. 

Third— Place upon the free list cattle, 
horses, mules, sheep and swine, at pres- 
ent dutiable at varying rates averaging, 
approximately, 25 per cent., but at a 
revenue cost to the United State's of 
less than 1275,000. 

Fourth— Place upon the free list vege- 
tables of all sorts, including |>olatoes, 
cabbage, onions, turnips, sweet potatoes 
and yams, now taxed at from M cents to 
40 cents per bushel, and all other fresh 
vegetables not enumerated at 25 per 
cent, ad valorum, and at a cost in re 
venue to the I'nited States of VM0.000. 

Sixth- Relieve from the tariff of 1-4 
cent per pound the annual importation 
of 31,841.152 pounds of fresh water fish, 
and from the tariff of from 3-4 to I cent 
per pound of 13,341, »21 pounds of mack- 
erel, eels, smelts, halibut and herring: 
17,085,001 pounds of cod. haddock, hake 
and other dried, smoked and salted fish, 
and 10,000,000 pouuds or salted and 
smoked mackerel and herring, at a rev- 
enue cost to the United States of $380,- 
000. 

Sixth- -Remove the existing tariff on 
pulp wood and print paper, thereby ad- 
milting to the United Stales free 100,- 
217,051) pounds of pulp wood now du- 
tiable, and 80.70(1,027 pounds of print 
paper, according to the importations of 
1910, at a revenue cost to the govern- 
ment of $300,000, and 75,440, 100 pounds 
of chemically prepared unbleached and 
10,345,312 pounds of bleached pulp wood 
at a revenue cost of $175,000. 

Seventh Place lumber upon the fiee 
list, thereby relieving the American con- 
sumer of the tariff of $1.25 per 1,000 feel 
upon the 975,075.000 feet of sawed lum- 
ber imported hist year at a revenue 
sacritice of $1,219,970. 

Kighth- Reduce the present tariff on 
fresh meats from 1 1-2 cents per pound 
to 1 1-4 cents per pound for the return- 
concession on the part of Canada of a 
reduction from 3 cents a pound to 11-1 
Iteduce the tariff on bacon and 
from 4 cents per pound to 1 1-4 
cents per pound, on all other dried and 
smoked meats from 25 per cent, ad 
valorem to 1 1-4 cents per pound, in re- 
turn for a reduction on the part of 
t'anada from 2 cents per pound to the 
same figure. These changes in the 
meal tariff to be effected at a revenue 
loss to the United States of less lhan 
$8,000.

Eleventh- Reduce the tariff on maple 
sjgarand maple syrup rrom 4 cents per 
pouml to 1 cent per pound, at a revenue 
loss of $18,000. 

Twelfth—Reduce the tariff on laths 
from 20 cents per 1,000 to 10 cents per 
1,000, and upon shingles from 50 cents 
per 1,000 to 30 cents per 1,000, at a reve- 
nue loss for Die two items of $200,000. 

Thirteenth -Articles to the value of 
$47,333, 158 are affected by the new re- 
c procal agreement. Upon these articles 
the total tariff levied at present is 
$.),(»40.830 per annum. Of this revenue 
the United Stales will remit the duties 
to the amount or $4,840,033.

Conspiracy 

During the Civil War, in Which 
Madison Soldiers Took 
Prominent Part 



Writing in the Courier Journal several 
days ago. Col. C. W. Holt. Co. A. Fifth 
Kentucky Osvalry. now living at Lub- 
bock, Tex., tells very graphically of a 
conspiracy during the cival war, when 
she Confederates were imprisoned at 
Camp Douglas, which was formed by 
several Kentuckians of Morgan's com- 
mand, and a few others, to gain their 
liberty by overpowering tbe guards 
N. B. Deaiherage. Joe Collins, Squire 
Huguely, Thompson I >u arson, C. D. 
Pattie, Jacob S. White, James P White, 
Joe Maupin, James C. Miller, Joe T.

or tham recalled the time and spoke or 
the facts as set out in the article as 
being true. They all look the oath to 
stand by the leaders, and ir providence 
hadn't come in wilh its mysteries hand 
to check the move, there would have 
been hundreds or Yankee guards dead 
as the result or thai would-be break for 
liberty. Col. Holt in writing says. 

All the circumstance of their .situation 
rendered il reasonable lo expect that 
effort would be made lo organize among 
them a body of men sufficiently large to 
overpower the garrison, arm]them*elves 
rrom the garrison's supply or arm* and 
make their way to Ihe nearest consider- 
able body or Confederate troop*. 
Several attempts were made lo effect 
such an organization, but all that be- 
came at all important were merged into 
the oue that is the subject of this 
sketch. 

The organisation which absorbed and 
utilized all that was desirable in other 
attempts of the same character, and 
which has become knowu general)' as 
The Camp Douglas Conspiracy," 
was initiated by some of the leading 
spirits of Morgan's command. I'lmoet 
cautiod was exercised in the enlistment 
of members. No man was permitted to 
enlist until after rigid and deliberate 
scrutiny of his record in the field and in 
prison, taking into consideration his 
reputation for intelligence, honor and 
pai noiisrii. In force the organization 
was strictly military, the member 
ship composing the skeleton of 
an army division of two brigades, with 
general, regimental ami company officers. 
The total membership numbered about 
1,500, or about 10 per cent or tbe entire 
number or prisoners, while the organ- 
ization and distribution or command 
gave reason to hope that any active 
movements would instantly carry wilh 
it the whole body or prisoners. 

The direction or a [lairs was commu- 
ted lo the "supreme council," or the 
"committee or seven," composed of 
the following men: John H. Waller, 
Harmon H. Barlow, Otway B. Norvell, 
Clayton Anderson and Winder Monroe, 
all of Kentucky, John H. Heddlesion, 
of Missouri, and Augustus M. Cockrell, 
of Alabama, all members of Gen. John 
H. Morgan's command. The com mil tee 
selected John H. .Waller as division 
commander; A. M. Cockrell was made 
commander of the First brigade, and 
John M. Heddlesion commander of the 
Second brigade. Others of the commit- 
tee were appointed to regimental and 
staff positions. Other appointments 
were made or regimental and company 
officers, thus forming the nucleus of a 
military force which, il was hoped 
could readily direct and control all ol 
the 1j,000 prisoner*. Only five of the 
officers were authorized to admit new 
members and administer the oath at the 
lime ol enlistment. The oath and all 
orders and instructions were given 
t rally, nothing being committed to 
writing. 

The oath was siugularly impressive 
and in no case il is known that any wil 
rul or thoughtless violation or it ever 
occured. When one was suggested 
desirable lo have as a member or the 
organization some members in the 
best position for the purpose were or- 
dered to investigate his record and 
character and eRer performance or that 
duty, to report to the officer from whom 
the order was received. This report 
was rererred and acted upon by the com- 
mittee of seven. If the report was 
satisfactory the man was carefully ap- 
proached to ascertain his willingness to 
engage in such at 

plated. So carefully was this done in 
every case that no person, until at the 
very moments of enlistment, knew da 
finitely of the organization as already 
existing, and even after enlisted, unless 
assigned lo some important command 
or duty, he knew as members only ihe 
one by whom he was led lo enlist, the 
officer who administered the oath and 
the few lo whose command he was im- 
mediately subject or with whom he was 
lo be intimately associated in duty 
Thus gradually was built the framework 
or a formidable military force. 

After the process of organization 
had reached a stage giving reasonable 
hope that it might at any time be 
effectively employed the committee of 
seven decided upon a date in July, ImJ). 
for the assault upon the garrison, which, 
Bj that time, was weaker than il was at 
any subsequent period and was without 
suspicion or danger. 

Had the blow been struck then it 
seems not improbable that it would 
have been successlul. As said before, 
the garrison was then weak in number* 
It was composed almost entirely or men 
who ha. I never seen service in the field 
and had only a brier period or military 
instruction. A sudden and unexpected 
assault at the hour intended would 
probably have reduced them to helpless 
panic, and such probably was increased 
by the fact that many or the men of the 
garrison were married and had wilh 
them their wives and children. Besides 
this, the necessities or the Government 
had drawn to tbe front almost all of 
its available military force. With 
telegraph and railroad lines destroyd it 
would have taken many days lo move 
from the from enough troops to meet 
the requirements or the situation 

But alter the assault upon the garrison 
had been planned and shortly before it 
was to be made, a prisoner named 
Hines. a Mississlppian and a member or 
ihe "conspiracy," received a letter con- 
taining substantially the following 

words: "Tom is in .111." (naming 

the (own), "on business and writes that 
he is doing well," To the recipient or 
the letter and the few others to whom it 
was shown these words seemed to have 
an important significance. All wbo 
were consulted understood that 'Tom" 
was Maj. Thomas II. Hines, who had 
planned and effected ihe escape of Gen. 
Morgau and himself from their prison at 
Camp Chase, and who was also one or 
ihe most fearless and effective ouvalry 
officers in the Confederate service. 
Though the members of the committee 
of seven differed widely as to what 
should lie done, it was decided to post- 
pone indefinitely the intended outbreak 
and to try to obtain communication 
with Maj. Hines 

One of ihe coolest and most (taring 
members of the organization, Joe Gray, 
a Kentuckian and one of Morgan's men, 
was selected to accomplish this object. 
Through bribery his escape rrom the 
prison was effected, and in the town 
named in the letter he found Maj liines, 
to whom be was known. Communicat- 
ion was soon established with Hines 
and other Confederate officers then in 
and within easy reach of Chicago, and 
through them, wilh the Confederate au- 
thorities in Richmond. Among the 
Confederate officers then in or about 
Chicago were Cols. Marmaduke and St. 
Leger Granville, the latter an English 
cavalry officer attached toGen. Morgan's 
division; Maj. Hines and Cant, Castle- 
man. There were 
others. Thecommuu 



secret political society, known as "the 
Sons of Liberty, ' ' hostile to the Federal 
Government and in sympathy with tbe 
Scuth. It claimed a membership of 
about 300,000, but this, perhaps, was an 
overestimate of il* strength. By some 
of the members or the prisoners' organ- 
ization the co-operation or the Sons of 
Liberty was expected. In tit is prob- 
ably, ihey would have been disapoint- 
e 1 though there is good reason for the 
belief that their active, overt assistance 
was definitely promised. It is how- 
ever, not improbable that the Sons or 
Liberty would bave given valuable 
aid In procuring supplies and in destroy 
ing Federal lines of communication. It 
is also probable 'hat many of them 
would have been drawn into some de- 
monstration exciting such general 
distrust, panic and confusion as would 
have been of the greatest service to the 
escaped prisoners in making their way 
to the Confederate lines. 

One of the Sons of Liberty, or a young 
man seeming to act under their direct- 
ion was employed as a clerk at the 
garrison headqurters and was permitted 
to have unrestricted access to the prison 
From lime to time he reported to John 
Waller, going to him in his bunk late at 
night. In this manner Waller received 
promptly all information obtainable at 
the garrison headquarters that could 
be or interest to the conspirators. It 
was natural tint the prison authorities 
would suspect the probability or aitem 
pts to organize some means or escape. 
Hence they always had some spies 
among the prisoners. Every spy thus 
employed was known to Waller, lo the 
commilte ol seven and lo regimental 
commanders within a few hours af:er 
his employment, and he was ever after 
under rigid, ceaseless surveillance 
That reports came to Waller direct 
rrom garrison headquarters was known 
to only a few of the officers in the prison 
ers' organization. Not one instance 
was known of a spy having been em- 
ployed who was not previously known 
to some officer in the organization as 
utterly unworthy ot confidence. Hence 
this busy espionage within the prison 
was, or course, ent'rely without results. 
The creatures employed, fortunately for 
themselves, could obtain no information 
There had been in Morgan's command 
a mau named S — , who had come to 
it Irom Texas. It was afterward re- 
ported that he had been indicted in that 
State for forgery and escaped while ou 
on bail. Soon after arrivel at Camp 
Douglass he took the oath of allegiance 
to the United Sutes and. having unusu 
al abilities for office work, soon obtain 
ed a clerkship in one of the garrison 
offices. Many months later he came 
back amongt|ih* prisoners, profiasing 
profound regret for the course he had 
taken and tried hard to gain the con 
of the leading men or Morgan's 
command. Of course, he was shunned 
and distrusted by all. At that time 
Texan, a trusted member or the organ 
izalion, became seriously ill and often 
delirious. He had with him a valuable

to sometimes assist in nursing 
him. It is known that the diamond dis< 
appeard. Much more unfortunate was 
it thai the sick man in his delirium cal 
led the name or Mrs. Morris, a Kentuc- 
ky lady then living in Chicago. There 
was other delirious talk, loo disjointed 
to form the basis or any definite sus- 
picion. 8 , relumed to garrison 

headquarters and was detailed for de- 
tective work in Chicago. Other de- 
tective! were placed under his orders, 
but be himseir was always under their 
surveillance. 

The committee or seven, by agree- 
ment with those who were to co-operate 
outside the prison, fixed upon a night in 
November, WH. for the assuli upon 
the garrison. As a signal a rocket was 
lo be sent up on the outside. As before, 
it was planned that the patrol should be 
suddenly seized and gaged by a detail 
strong enough to insure instant and 
entire success and in all other important 
details the plans were similar to those 
or the July preceding. Tbe statement 
haa been made that it was intended 
to burn Chicago. This is entirely un- 
true. As before, there were stringent 
orders intended to protect all citieZn* 
fVom wanton injury in person or pro- 
perty. Arms, horses and supplies were 
to be taken only by men detailed for 
t tat purpose, but no wanion wrong was 
to be permitted or parJoned. This 
was fully understood by every officer in 
the organization. 

During the evening preceding the 
night selected for the outbreak each 
officer received instructions as to the 
•ignei and orders as to his own particu- 
lar duties. It would be difficult to tell 
how exultant were the hopes of those 
who watched through the long hours of 
night for the signal to be given by 
friends outside, or how sickening the 
di a .point mem when at last the long 
night had passed without signal being 
given. No man shared the vigil who 
did not know that the enterprise in 
which he expected to engage was so full 
or peril as to be almost desperate, yet 
there was not one or all the members 
who did not grieve that the chance, des- 
perate as il was had been forbidden. 

The spy S , had presented himself 

to Mrs Morris as an escaped prisoner 
rrom Camp Douglas, and by his ac- 
quaintance among Morgan's man, many 
of whom she knew, readily gained her 
oonfidetioe. It is not probable that he 
had any definite suspicion of the con- 
spiracy among the prisoners or of the 
presence of Confederate olicers in 
Chicago. Mrs Morris referred him to 
the Richmond house as a safe hiding 
place. The reference lo her secured 
the confidence of the proprietor, who 
introduced him to St. Leger Greenville, 
Marmaduke and Anderson. St. Leger 
Greenville perhaps remembered having 

seen 8 , with Morgan's command, 

and he and Anderson talked to him 
without suspicion of his real character. 

They and Col. Marmaduke were ar- 
rested. In some way Maj. Hines re- 
ceived warning and escaped making his 
way to the Confederate lines, as did also 
Joe Gray. 

Following this a strong Federal force 
was placed around the prison. The 
commanding officer notified the prison- 
ers that artillery was planted around 
ihe enclosure with orders to open fire 
upon the whole body or prisoners at 
the first sign of any disturbance among 
them. There were also orders forbid- 
ding the gathering of more than two or 
three prisoners outside the barracks. 

Thus opportunity twice was lost— in 
July through unwise delay, in November 
through treachery. 

Before any plans could be formed to 
meet the changed conditions, and prob- 
ably no new plan* promising success 
could have been formed, negotiation* 
for renewing the exchange of prisoners 
were begun between the authorities at 
Washington and Richmond, and the ex- 
change began early in IMS. The ex- 
prooably soveraf change proceeded slowly, but. though 
ication* with the the tedious movement was trying to the J 



patience of the prisoners, many or whom 
bad been in Camp Douglas more than 
two year*, yet there were in sight de- 
finite hope of release and return to 
comrades, the surrender at Appomattox 
and Sherman's successful campaign fol- 
lowed in swift order and there were 
many thousands within the walls at the 
dcwnrall or the Confederacy 

Mrs. Morris was tried by a military 
court and sent within the Confederate 
ine. Col. Marmaduke and St. Leger 
Greenville were sentenced to lifetime 
m prison ment on the Dry Tortugas. 
Through the influence er ftiend* and 
femily Col. Marmaduke finally received 
a pardon and returned lo his home in 
M isso'jri. 

Col. St. Leger Greenville long remain- 
ed a prisoner, but at last escaped to Ha- 
vana, going Irom there to England. 
His escape may have been made wilh 
the connivance or those in authority, 
since no good could atteud h is perpetual 
imprisonment. For many years Maj. 
Hines was on the Superior Court bench 
in Kentucky, but died a few years ago. 
Joe Gray died at his old home in Ken- 
tucky, loved and honored by all who 
knew him. Or the Committee or Seven. 
Wallace, Barlow. Monroe. Anderson and 
Heddlestone are dead. Cockrill is 
living in Florida and Norvell in Birm- 
ingham, Ala. or Ihe others prominent 
in the Camp Douglas conspiracy but 
few are now alive.

The proof of good dressmaking Is in 
good cutting If a dress be weU cut 
you will have no trouble at all about 
putting It together. Theee few hints 
from aa experienced dressmaker may, 
therefore, be of service to the am- 
ateurs among readers. 

When you are cutting out a skirt al- 
ways allow plenty of turning around 
the waist and hips, and remember that 
If your hips are large In proportion to 
your waist It Is best to get a pattern 
a couple of Inches larger than the 
waist rather than one that just fits. It 
Is easy than to take the goods In st 
the waist If the pattern is too large at 
this place. 

When you are cutting a striped skirt 
remember that even though you may 
be told on the pattern to place one 
aide to a selvedge it la advisable to 
usa rather your own oommon sense 
and, as a rule at least, to cut each 
aide slightly on the bias. If this is 
done the joining place la not nearly 
so noticeable as If one aide la on the 
bias and the other on the straight. 

Before cutting out sleeves alwaya 
doubls your material and cut the two 
Then yon are bound to cut 
right and they will match prop- 
erly. If the material be striped sea 
that the stripes come directly over one 
another. Pin the material to make 
surs, as nothing looks worse than two 
sleeves, the stripes In one of which 
do not match those In the other.

It has lieen over thirty years since 
Richmond has had the pleasure or en 
tenanting this body. We feel sorter 
sliifhled when we remember ihat Nich- 
nlsville, Harrodsburg, Winchester and 
Paris, towns of much less importance 
and of no greater hospilality, wo are 
sure, have enlertaiued it two or three 
limes, in less than twenty-five years. 
But, never mind, we expect lo treat our 
v Uiiors so well that we will make them 
ashamed of the wav they have treated 
us. Many will want to know something 
of ihis Conference that is lo meet iu our 
midst; so we will give Jsotne facts con- 
cerning it. 

The body occupies the central and 
most of the eastern part of the Slate, 
the Louisville Conference covers the 
western section ot the slats. This Con- 
ference comprises six Presiding Elder 
districts and represents 111 pastorial 
charges -stations and circuits— about 
:t00 congregations, and a membership of 
29,275. The membership or this Con 
Terence is constituted of preachers, dele- 
gates and official visitors, numbering in 
ill between 175 and 200. 

The work of this Conference is varied 
and interesting. The name or every 
preacher is called, his character passed 
and his work reviewed. Every interest 
of the Church. Missions, Sunday Schools, 
Church Extension. Kpworth^Leaguers, 
etc., are carefully considered by boards 
and committees, reported lo the Con- 
ference and acted upou. There are also 
generally, present a number ofCencral 
Secretaries who represent the interests 
of the church at large. Young men are 
admitted to ihe ministry and entered 
upon a course of sludy of four years, aud 
are approved by committees appoiulct: 
for this purpose. Ijist, but not least 
the Bishop and the six Presiding Eldnrs 
are at work afternoons and evenings 
in what is known as "Cabinet" work 
prayerfully seeking lo adjust the ap- 
pointments for another year, Irving to 
put the right preacher in the right place 
for (he furtherance of ihe Kingdom of 
God. These apiioiutmcnts are made by 
the Bishop after consultation wilh the 
Presiding Elders, aud with preachers or 
members who may desiro to consult 
with him on the subject. Tho reading 
of the appointments constitutes the lust 
item o( business of an annual conference. 
They are some limes, as h«.s 
been facitiously said 4 dis-appointments. 
There is almost universal satisfaction 
and good spirit, and the disappoint- 
ments, more often ihau otherwise, prove 
to be agreeabl e ones

For the 
benefit of many who are not acquainted 
with the statute the following is primed 
by request of the me 
Sec 1. If any p 
or cruelly beats, torture, uses or 
wise misirra s any animal whether his 
own or not he shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. Any peace officer of the slate 
of Kentucky, or any subdivison 
thereof, any officer of ihe accredited 
Humane Society, or any society tor the 
prevention or cruelty to annimals, may 
lawfully destroy or kill, or cause to be 
destroyed or killed, any animal found 
abandoned and suffering, not properly 
cared for, or appearing lo be glandered 
injured or diseased, pass recovery for 
any useful purpose, or for any cause 
suffering without hope of recovery for 
any useful purpose. 

Sec. ::, Such officer shall first obtain a 
judgement to the effect of a veterinary 
surgeon or the judgement to that effect 
f two reputable citizens called by him 
10 view such animal in his presence. 
Sec. 1. Or such officer may obtain 

sent to his destruction. 

Sex. 5. All laws or pans of laws ia 
conflict herewith, especially Section 
12 Mi. Chap. ■'■>'< Carroll's Kentucky 
Statutes of 1903 are hereby repealed. 

Sec «t. This act shall take effect 
from and after its passage."
